NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 
COMMUNICATIONS WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—When President 


Roosevelt wants to tell Agriculture Secretary 
Wallace something, he pushes button “A” on his desk and says: ‘Get 
Henry on the phone.” When he wants to have a conference with Wal- 
lace his secretary phones Wallace to hop in that government auto pro- 
vided for all cabinet members and take a five-minute spin up to the 
White House. 

At least this was the arrangement up to Monday, when the President 
started communicating with Wallace, six blocks away, by open letter. 
He wrote the secretary that he wanted a crop insurance program ready 
for January 1. 

It must have been a tremendous surprise to Mr. Wallace. He has 
been doing little else except work on the crop insurance plan for the 
last few months. Data eight yards high is said to have been piled in 
and around his desk. He and Mr. Roosevelt have had long sessions dis- 
cussing it, the last one two days before the letter was sent. In short, 
both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Wallace are known to have looked in the 
back of the book for the right answer to the crop insurance problem 
long before Mr. Roosevelt submitted it. 


CONFIDENTIAL NOTE The real truth, of course, is that Mr. 


Roosevelt did not write the letter at all. 
It was composed for the most part by several of Mr. Wallace’s assistants, 
who did a very bad job of imitating Mr. RooSevelt’s style. In fact, they 
used the same phrases they used for Wallace’s speeches. They sent it 
up to the White House, Mr. Roosevelt signed it and sent it back to the 
Agriculture Department after copies had been mimeographed for the 
press, 


SPEED The explanation for all this unseemly exertion will be found 
no further back than the front-page headlines of the day pre- 
vious. These read: 

‘“‘Landon to announce his farm program 
night.” 

The effect, of course, was to leave Governor Landon with only the 
empty air to punch. The old AAA program has been dropped by order 
of the supreme court. The current benefit payments for soil coserva- 
tion are now relegated to the unimportance of a temporary measure. 
The big new thing is crop insurance, and the program on that is not 
to be announced until after election. 

A moving target is difficult to hit at any time, but it becomes in- 
creasingly difficult as the speed of the target is increased to the point 
where you cannot find it.

TACTICS The importance of the move lies in its aptness as another 
illustration of the sub-Surface zeal and sharpness of Mr.

Danger of Hurting a Friend

Fighting men return to the standards of the jungle. No matter how 
noble the cause that leads them to war, they are soon dirty and lousy 
and disillusioned, and their interests have dwindled to the elemental 
four: Food, liquor, women and their own hides. 

Everything of wnich civilization is justly proud is the work of peace- 
ful men. Schools and churches, laboratories and art galleries are products 
of peace. Teachers and builders are quiet and orderly men, opposed to 
violence and obedient to the rules. 

When desperate men resort to violence, which is primitive, they are 
like traitors who hate all they have betrayed, Having violated one rule of 
civilization, they seem to become enemies of all that is civilized. They 
are like a woman who reluctantly gives up her virtue and thereafter 
indifferently surrenders to any lesser sin. 

When the world’s under-dogs, embittered by envy and long-endured 
injustices, at last surrender to hate and make war on the scheme of 
things, they never employ a nice discretion in choosing their targets. 

People read that Spain’s under-dogs, who are now the gevernment, 
occasionally murder a bishop or brain a few priests or burn a church, 
and wonder why they make war on these. 

Some answer that the church has oppressed the poor and fattened 
at their expense, but that is not the explanation. Their revolution is 
never against the church alone, nor is it inspired by hatred of the church. 

They rise against the more fortunate, and priests seem more fortu- 
nate. They rise against the scheme of things, and churches are part of 
the scheme. 

It isn’t merely opposition to religion, but to all that represents the 
portion of civilization which they did not share. 

In France, the directory said: ‘‘The republic has no use for savants.” 
And scientists were beheaded or jailed unless they were spirited across 
the border by influential friends. 

In their first frenzied butchery, Russia’s revolutionists killed anvy- 
body who had fared well under the old system—which meant priests, 
scientists, teachers, or anybody whose superiority made him enviable. 

When envy and want cry, “Let us get even!” they can shoot in any 
direction and hit something they hate. And they can destroy the world 
with a clear conscience, for they have little reason to regard it as a 


friend.

The 
Yanks got 14 blows off a quartet of 
Philadelphia pitchers—Archer, Gum- 
pert, Lisenbee and Doyle—and made 
most of them count as they scored 
nine times in the first four frames, 
five of them coming in the fourth. 
_In the Yankee barrage, Joe DiMaz- 
gio, with two singles, passed the 200- 
hit mark ‘for the season while George 
Selkirk drove in three runs to become 
the fifth Yankee to have batted in 
100 or more runs this year. Hayes ac- 
counted for two of the Athletics’ runs 
with a homer in the fourth after Hig- 
gins had singled. 

Detroit shut out St. Louis in both 
ends of a double-header, Tommy 
Bridges pitching three-hit ball to win 
the second game, 14 to 0, after Elden 
Auker had won the first, 12 to 0.

AUSTIN, Texas, Sept. 22.—(>)— 
Floodwaters of the Colorado river, 
considerably diminished in force 
lapped tonight at the Texas capital. 

Water was flowing in low-lying sec- 
tions of the city, and a number of 
residents evacuated their homes. 

Engineers said, however, that the 
river had “flattened out” materially 
since it spread destruction over a wide 
area to the northwest and that there 
was little danger of extensive property 
damage here. At Buchanan dam, about 
100 miles away by river, the stream 
had been receding for several hours. 
This indicated that the crest would 
reach Austin late tomorrow. 

The river claimed two lives and 
caused damage estimated at about 
$500,000 in its surge through central 
west Texas. Floods a few days earlier 
in and near San Angelo to the north- 
west wrought damage variously esti- 
mated at from $2,C°0,000 to $5,000,- 
000.
